There are breakers ahead for the St. Louis 
bridge and ferry combine. The report of the 
Illinois Senate Investigating Committee 
was adopted by more than a two-thirds ma- 
jority in that body Thursday, and Atty.- 
Gen. Maloney instructed to proceed at once 
against the trust in the courts. 

Matters have assumed a serious phase for 
the monopolists. The decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Whisky Trust case, 
completely crushing out that greedy corpo- 
ration, fully sustains the Illinois anti-trust 
laws, and will, it is believed, make the 


has been awaiting the adoption of the report 
of the Investigating mittee, and now 
that he has the specific endorsement of the 
Senate is ready to sail in. 

The bridge combine evidently realized the 
serious nature of the predicament in which 
they were — 1 1 Congressman W. G. 
Forman of East St. Louis, and Joe Messick,

The fact the report so strongly 
recommends that the Atternsy Lenore in- 
stitute both civil and criminal proceedings 
against the law-breakers and also requests 
him to call upon the Attorney-General of 
the United States to proceed against them 
seems to have brought the bridge magnates 
to a realization of the seriousness of the 
charges against them. 

The Merchants’ Bridge and the charter 
under which that company is operating is 
in danger of forfeiture. If they can be con- 
victed of.the violations which the committee 
declares they are guilty of the officers of 
the three companies are liable to be pun- 
ished. The investigation which these offi- 
cials scoffed at in its incipiency has become 
a serious matter.

VIOLENT DEATH OF 
OUR PERSONS, 


Two Women and Two Men Killed 
ina Boiler Explosion. 


TWO WERE FATALLY INJURED 


Fearful Accident Caused by.a Bursting 
Boiler in a Harness Shop at 
Fall River. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., June 14.—By the 
explosion of the boiler in Henry J. Lang- 
ley’s harness factory, on County street, at 
8:50 this morning, four persons were killed 
and two probably fatally hurt. The list of 
dead is as follows: 

ADELE DURE, aged 2 years. 

LELIA HORTON, aged 17 years. 

ADOLPH E. BELLEFUILLE, © Years 


old. 

ROBERT MURRAY, aged 21 years. 

The seriously injured are: 

THOMAS BARRY, skull fractured .and 
face and body badly burned. He will un- 


doubtedly die. 
MATTIE DUROC HES, bruises and burns,

There were twenty people in the building 
at the time of the &ccident. 

At 8:50 o’clock the whole eastern section 
of the city was shaken as if by an earth- 
quake. Five minutes later the ruins were 
in flames. Citizens assisted the fire depart- 
ment so effectively, however, that the fire 
was soon under control. 

The first body found was that of Lelia 
Horton, the next Adele Dube and the third 
Robert Murray, terribly mangled. They 
were deposited in Star Music Hall in charge 
of Medical Examiner Dolan. Later a 
fourth body, that of Bellefuille, was discov- 
ered. 

‘The engineer, Le Page, who was in charge 
of the boiler, was at first reported killed, 
but later'turned up unhurt and was placed 
under arrest by order of Medical Examiner 
Dolan. He says the boiler was five years 
old and had not been inspected for a long 
time. He claims to have been near at hand 
when it exploded and cannot explain why it 
did so. He says he put water in the boiler 
some time before the catastrophe. The 
building “which was wrecked by the explo- 
sion was a three-story affair 100 
feet long by 36 feet wide, with an ell. Mr. 
Langley says he valued the building at about 
$5,000 and his stock and machinery at $10,- 
000. The property is insured for $10,000. Mr. 
Langley has no theory as to the cause of the 
explosion. He says the boiler had been 
inspected every year. 


PHILADELPHIA FILIBUSTERS. 


The George W. Childs Has Men, Money 
and Ammunition. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—The boat George 
W. Childs, commanded by Capt. Swain, 
sailed from Philadelphia May 18 with a 
filibustering expedition bound for a point 
near Santiago, Cuba. She put into Key 
West June 6 and sailed the following day 
for Bahia Islands, where she was to take 
on 200 men, 2,000,000 rounds of ammunition 
and $200,000 in gold. The George W. Childs 
is said to have been chased by the Spanish 
cruiser Infanta Isabel on the high seas, but 
succeeded in making her escape. 

An attempt will be made to land the men 
and the supplies on the Southern coast of 
Cuba. as near as possible to Santiago de 
Cuba. The plan is to take Marti to Jamaica, 
whence he is expected to proceed to the 
United States. If the information given in a 
late Washington dispatch to the effect that 
the George W. Childs has landed at Ja- 
maica is correct, the mission has probably 
already been accomplished. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—A special to the 
Herald from Havana says: Information 
has just reached here that the Cuban fili- 
bustering expedition on the tug George W. 
Childs, under the command of Gen. Carlos 
Roloff and Gen. Serafin Sanchez, which 
slipped away from the Florida coast on last 
Thursday, has landed the party with all 
their arms and munitions of war at a point 
near Aguadores, in the Province of Santiago 
de Cuba.

American Federation of Labor Presi- 
dent Hopeful of the Future. 


President Samuel Gompers of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor is in St. Louis, 
and will remain until Sunday night. Mr. 
Gompers said that the object of his visit to 
St. Louis was primarily to+stimulate inter- 


est in the labor organizations, and to urge 
them to take advantage of the revival of 
industry which now seemed assured. 

“In a year or two the labor organizations 
of the country will be tn beter shape than 
they have ever been before,“ he said. Dull 
times necessarily have an effect on labor, 
as they have on everything else, but there 
are good times ahead. We want to have 
better and more compact organizations, and 
I am here to consult with representative 
men for that purpose.”

Gompers said, is to make a fight on the 
sweat-shop system, and all the 
sell goods made under it. He mentioned 
Hackett, Carhort & Co. of New York as 
the head of the opposition to the abolish- 
ment of the system, and against them and 
every firm that selis their goods, he said, 
the United Garment Workers of America 
are engaged in a fight which will be con- 
tinued until the system is abolished. 

Mr. Gompers will address the labor or- 
ganizations of St. Louis Sunday. An ex- 
cursion will be arranged by the local or- 
ganization and after his address Mr. 
Gompers will leave for Louisville, where he 
will speak Monday night.

It must be borne 
in mind that most of the committeemen 
are personally opposed to a convention, and 
hence fall within the rule that it is hard to 
convince a man against his will.

“I propose the following plan: Let the 
Congressional Committee of each Con- 
gressional District call a district convention 
for August 1, 1895, to be composed of dele- 
gates from each county in the district, upon 
such basis of representation as will make 
an aggregate of 100 delegates at least.

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NOW FOR THE BRIDGE COMBINE. 


The way has at last been cleared for a 
decisive attack on the bridge and termi- 
nal monopoly of this city on the Illinois 
side. 

The Illinois Senate yesterday adopted 
the report of its Investigating Commit- 
tee condemning the combine as an il- 
legal trust and recommending that Atty.- 
Gen. Moloney proceed against the cor- 
porations composing it in-the courts, and 
that he bring the combine’s violation of 
the Federal anti-trust and interstate 
commerce laws to the notice of the Attor- 
ney General of the United States and ask 
his co-operation in the prosecution of the 
trust. - 

The anti-trust decision of the Illinois 
Supreme Court gives practical assurance 
of victory in the State courts. 

Atty.-Gen. Moloney has signified his 
intention to proceed with promptness and 
vigor to carry out the Senate’s instruc- 
tions. His record in prosecuting illegal 
combines is a guarantee that he will do 
his part. : 

The case against the combine is so 
strong, the proof of violations of the 
Federal statutes is so clear and convinc- 
ing, that it is impossible to see how 
Atty.-Gen. Harmon can refuse to com- 
ply with the request of Atty.-Gen. Molo- 
ney without confession of complete sub- 
servience to trust influences. It will be 
a fair test of his honesty and efficiency. 

If the Federal Department of Justice 
would co-operate with the Illinois Attor- 
ney General, and if Atty.-Gen. Walker of 
Missouri could be aroused from his leth- 
argy, there would be no doubt of a com- 
plete victory for the people. The op- 
pressive combine would be crushed at 
every point.

ST. LOUIS WANTS BOTH CONVENTIONS. 

It is about thirteen months till the two 
great national conventions of 1896 will be 
held, but it is not too soon to begin ear- 
nest work to get both conventions for 
St. Louis. 

The Business Men's League, at its 
meeting yesterday, showed an intelligent 
grasp of the situation in refusing to 
content itself with working for the Re- 
publican Convention because Missouri 
went Republican at the November elec- 
tion. The fact that Missouri has been 
Democratic for so many years before that 
is even a stronger reason why St. Louis 
should get the Democratic Convention; 
but there is no reason why both conven- 
tions should not be held here if those in- 
terested will work to that end. 

St. Louls has not failed to provide 
adequately for former national conven- 
tions that have been held here. She res- 
ponded nobly to the demands made upon 
her by the Convention of 1888, at the con- 
clusion of which the Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee ex- 
pressed publicly his entire satisfaction 
with the way St. Louis had accommodat- 
ed her thousands of visitors. 

Since then St. Louis has added vastly 
to her hotel capacity and is still building 
and finishing hotels. There can be no 
questien that by the time the conventions 
are held she will be able to provide for 
even greater throngs than are likely to 
attend. Her location is the most advan- 
tageous of any city in the Union.

Inflation means an excess of paper 
promises to pay money. It does not and 
cannot mean an excess of real money, 
for the simple reason that such a thing 
cannot be. History records many strange 
and interesting facts about nations, peo- 
ples and countries, but it does not men- 
tion a single case of a nation or a coun- 
try that suffered from an excessive sup-. 
ply of either gold or silver money. For 
ages and ages, peoples and nations have 
labored to increase their stock of metal 
money, silver as well as gold, without 
ever suspecting that they might overdo 
the business. It was reserved for certain 
“financiers” in the United States of 
America in the nineteenth century of 
the Christian era to make the amazing 
discovery. It is mentioned as one of the 
tokens of prosperity and splendor of Sol- 
omon’s reign over Israel that “the King 
made silver in Jerusalem as stones“ 
without exposing himself to the charge 
of being an inflationist. 

There never was too much silver money 
in any country, nor in the pockets of 
any people —and there never will be. For 
ages past it has been considered that 
every addition to the stock of silver 
money in a country, no matter how large 
—the larger the better—was an advan- 
tage. And this is as true to-day as it 
was in the days of Solomon. 

Silver is not a thing to be redeemed in 
something else. It is itself ultimate or 
redemption money. If our mints were 
to begin to-morrow coining silver to 
their full capacity, and keep it up in- 
definitely, every field of enterprise, every 
department of production and consump- 
tion, and every effort for the comfort of 
the people would instantly and perma- 
nently reveal the benign effects of the 
policy. 
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THE ANTI-TRUST DECISION. 

Atty.-Gen. Moloney used strong lan- 
guage when he said of the decision of the 
Illinois Supreme Court in the Whisky 
Trust case, that “it sounds the death 
knell of the trusts in this State forever;’”’ 
but there is ground for his sanguine ex- 
pectations. The decision was a sweeping 
victory for the people against the com- 
munism of pelf.“ 

The thoroughness of the decision makes 
it difficult to overestimate its value. The 
court did not stop with a condemnation 
of the Whisky Trust as an illegal com- 
bine. It laid down broad principles ap- 
plicable not alone to all trusts formed 
in restraint of industry or trade, to dic- 
tate prices and crush competition, but to 
corporate devices designed to avoid the 
trust form and evade the anti-trust 
laws while accomplishing the same pur- 
poses, and to the abuse of corporate 
powers and privileges. It declared that 
whatever the form of the combine, the 
purpose to establish a monopoly and the 
abuse of corporate power constituted il- 
legality. 

The effect of sucha decision is far-reach- 
ing and it is difficult to see how the Pull- 
man company, whose abuse of its cor- 
porate powers was the prime cause of 
the great strike, and other corporations 
and combines in Illinois exceeding their 
powers and reaping the fruits of mon- 
opoly, can escape. 

This decision is in the nature of a 
personal triumph for Atty.-Gen. Moloney, 
whose able and persistent fight against 
the trusts it crowns with success. He 
has accomplished a great work for his 
own State and for law and right every- 
where. The decision will revive popular 
faith in the courts and give new impetus 
to the anti-monopoly struggle. 


_ 
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A GOOD MUNICIPAL EXAMPLE. 


Water Commissioner Holman has col- 
lected statistics showing the lines of 
growth in the residence section of the 
city west of Grand avenue. The purpose 
of the inquiry was to enable the Board of 
Public Improvements to ascertain the di- 
rection in which sewer and water pipe 
extensions were most needed and intel- 
ligently prepare for future work. With 
such data in hand systematic provision 
for public improvements as they are 
needed is possible, and Commissioner 
Holman’s example should be followed 
by other city departments. 

Especially does the School Board need 
such information as a guide in providing 
new buildings. The annual scandal aris- 
ing out of the overcrowded condition of 
school-houses might be avoided if the 
members of the board were kept accur- 
ately advised of the movement of popu- 
lation and the probable increase in the 
number of school children in the various 
districts. ‘Where the amount of money 
available is limited, there is the greater 
necessity for care in distributing it 
among localities. 

There is a valuable suggestion of effi- 
cient work to meet the public needs of, 
the city in Mr. Holman’s collection of 
statistics.

CITY APPROPRIATIONS. 


Joint Ways and Means Committee at 
Work on Health Funds. 


The House and Council Joint Ways and 
Means Committee at its session held 
Thursday spent considerable time over the 
Health Department. The Health Commis- 


sioner wanted $16,769 more than the $29,000 
originally asked for to extend the work of 
the Health Department with the aid of 
branch dispensaries. He finally got what he 
asked for. 

The appropriation cf the Sanitary Division 
was increased from $27,000 to $30,000 because 
of the extra expense incidefit to the small- 
pox outbreak. At noon the committee was 
still working on the Health Department. 

An appropriation of $1,500 was allowed to 
replace the old frame wards at Quarantine 
with new buildings. 

The Post-Dispatch recently called atten- 
tion to the * apf that these old build- 
ings erected for yellow fever patients in 
1878, were filled with septic germs, which, it 
has been proved, were the direct cause of 
the very heavy mortality among small-pox 

atients. They died from septicaemia fol- 
owing small-pox, the septic poten being 
absorbed from the walls of the buildings. 
Dr. Starkloff made the startling statement 
to the committee that since the patients 
had been removed to the main building the 
death rate had decreased 3% per cent. The 
rate of late has only been 10 per cent. It 
was over 40 per cent. 

On conferring with the Comptroller the 
committee decided to reject the bids for the 
Bohle Building next the City Hall of $57,000 
and of $24,100 for the Lewis street property.

SEALS DECREASING. 


The Herds Moving North Less Numer- 
ous in Former Years. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 14.—Capt. 
Hooper, in command of the ciitter fleet in 
the Behring Sea, has reported to the Treas- 
ury Department that his observations south 
of Unalaska convince him that the seal 
herds moving north are far less numerous 
than formerly. This scarcity, it is be- 
lieved, is entirely due to the indiscriminate 
slaughter of the last two or three years.
